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Ai^NUAL  REPORT  FOR  1900 


To  the  Chair ma7i  and  Members  of  the  Lancaster  Rural 

District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  sanitary  con¬ 
dition  of  your  District  during  the  year  1900. 

Population. — The  regularity  of  the  computation  of  the  population 
of  the  District  has,  again,  for  the  fourth  time  in  the  decennial  period, 
1891  to  1900,  been  interrupted  by  severance  of  a  portion  of  it. 

This  time  almost  the  whole  of  the  Lancaster  Sub-district  has  been 
added  to  the  Urban  District  of  Lancaster,  so  that  the  portion  of  this 
Report  which  concerns  that  Sub-district  relates  only  to  the  first  ten 
months  of  the  year,  as  far  as  regards  the  greater  portion  of  it.

It  will  be  noticed  that  in  each  Sub-district  there  is  an  estimated 
decrease  in  the  population,  resulting,  of  course,  in  a  decreased  estimated 
population  for  the  whole  district. 
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This  emigration  from  the  Rural  Districts  to  the  town  is,  as  you 
must  be  well  aware,  going  on  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  in  all  the  rural 
districts  of  England.  Attention  should,  however,  be  given  to  the  fact 
that  in  some  parishes  strenuous  efforts  are  being  put  forth  to  counteract 
this  emigration,  with,  I  understand,  a  certain  amount  of  success.  Might 
I  suggest  that  in  this  district  some  greater  inducements  than  at  present 
exist  should  be  held  out  to  the  rural  population  to  remain  on  the 
land. 


Such  inducements  as  I  think  come  within  the  scope  of  this 
Authority  are  : — 

The  rendering  of  the  houses  of  the  working  classes  clean  and 
sanitary  inside  and  out. 

The  provision  of  good  drainage,  so  as  to  lessen  the  housework 
tor  the  wife. 

Last,  but  not  least  important,  the  provision  of  a  good  supply 
of  pure  water  within  the  houses. 

The  present  condition  of  the  water  supply,  the  drainage  and  the 
sanitation  of  cottages  in  country  villages,  has  only  to  be  thought  of  in 
order  to  see  how  easily  things  might  be  improved  and  made  more 
comfortable. 

To  return  to  the  question  of  the  population  of  the  District,  I  would 
remind  the  Authority  that  the  figures  given  are  merely  the  result  of  my 
efforts  at  estimation.  This,  of  course,  at  the  end  of  the  censal  period  is, 
I  am  afraid,  not  very  reliable,  especially  when  it  is  remembered  that  on 
four  separate  occasions  portions  of  the  District,  and  these  the  most 
populous,  have  separated  themselves.  The  cure  for  this  is,  of  course, 
a  more  frequent  enumeration  of  the  people,  and  in  furtherance  of  this 
object,  the  Authority  might  signify  its  approbation  of  a  quinquennial 
census,  which  is  already  strongly  advocated  by  some  influential  bodies. 

The  year  1901  is,  however,  the  census  year,  and  we  shall  shortly 
know  the  exact  population  of  the  District. 
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Death  Rate.— During  the  year  1900,  219  deaths  have  been 
registered  in  the  District,  equal  to  an  annual  death-rate  from  all  causes 
of  19*40  per  1000  of  population. 

Of  these  deaths  113  were  those  of  males,  and  106  those  of  females  ; 
80  were  under  5  years  of  age,  and  139  over. 

The  deaths  in  the  whole  District  (exclusive  of  ten  which  occurred  in 
the  Royal  Albert  Asylum,  and  which  were  those  of  persons  brought  sick 
into  the  District  for  treatment)  amounted  to  209 — equal  to  an  annual 
corrected  death-rate  from  all  causes  of  18*52  per  1000  of  population. 

During  the  previous  year,  1899,  the  total  deaths  in  the  whole 
District  amounted  to  t86 — equal  to  an  annual  death-rate  from  all  causes 
of  15*66  per  1000  of  population. 

In  the  District,  exclusive  of  the  Royal  Albert  Asylum  during  the 
same  period,  the  deaths  numbered  176 — equal  to  an  annual  corrected 
death-rate  of  iq'Sa  per  looo  of  population. 

The  219  deaths  which  occurred  in  the  District  during  1900  were 
distributed  in  the  various  Sub-districts  as  follows  : —

The  68  deaths  in  the  Lancaster  Sub-district  were  made  up  of  39 
males  and  29  females,  whilst  20  of  the  deaths  were  those  of  infants  under 
the  age  of  12  months. 
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Of  the  5  deaths  in  the  Heaton  Sub-district  3  were  those  of  males 
and  2  those  of  females.  There  were  no  infantile  deaths  in  1900  in  this 
Sub-district. 

The  92  deaths  which  were  registered  in  the  Warton  Sub-district 
were  almost  double  the  number  which  occurred  in  1899.-  They  consisted 
of  47  male  and  45  female  deaths.  The  infantile  deaths  numbered  19. 

In  the  Ellel  Sub-district  the  deaths  registered  numbered  54,  of 
which  24  were  those  of  males  and  30  those  of  females,  whilst  the  infantile 
deaths  were  16  in  number. 

It  is  thus  shown  that  there  has  been  a  very  large  increase  in  the 
death-rate  of  the  District  in  1900.  The  increa'-e  appears  to  be  the  most 
marked  in  the  Warton  Sub-district,  where  the  death-rate  has  risen  from 
13*5 1  to  25*55  1,000  of  population.  In  the  Lancaster  Sub-district 

there  is  a  rise  from  18*78  to  20*07,  and  in  the  Ellel  Sub-district  from 
11*59  to  14*56  per  1,000  of  population. 

In  the  Heaton  District  alone  has  there  been  a  decrease  from  33*44 
to  8*47  per  1,000  of  population.  This  is  accounted  for  by  the  more 
populous  part  of  the  Sub-district  having  been  formed  into  a  separate 
Authority,  leaving  only  a  scattered  rural  population  within  the  district  of 
this  Authority. 

Erom  Table  I.  it  may  be  noticed  that  the  high  death-rate  is  not 
due  to  any  one  particular  disease,  but  is  rather  the  result  of  an  increased 
fatality  in  several — for  instance,  diphtheria  and  respiratory  diseases. 

Notification  of  Infectious  Disease.— The  occurrence  of  360 
attacks  of  zymotic  disease  were  notified  during  the  year  1900 — equal  to 
an  attack  rate  of  31*90  per  1,000  of  population. 

These  360  attacks  of  zymotic  disease  proved  fatal  in  22  instances — 
equal  to  a  case  mortality  of  6*ii  per  centage  of  attacks. 

In  the  year  1899  notification  of  15 1  attacks  of  zymotic  disease  was 
received — equal  to  an  attack  rate  of  12*71  per  1,000  of  population. 

A  fatal  termination  occurred  in  23  of  these  151  attacks — equal  to 
a  case  mortality  of  15*23  percentage  of  attacks. 
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The  360  notified  attacks  were  divided  amongst  the  7  principal 
zymotic  diseases  as  follows  : —

The  only  change  which  has  taken  place  with  regard  to  notification 
of  zymotic  disease  is,  that,  with  the  consent  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  Measles  and  Rotheln  have  been  removed  from  the  list. 

This  step  will  lesson  the  expenses  of  the  Rural  District  Council, 
and  at  the  same  time  will  not  affect  the  attack  or  mortality  rates  of  the 
diseases  mentioned.

Small-Pox.  — Again  I  am  enabled  to  record  that  no  case  of  this 
disease  has  occurred  in  the  District  during  the  period  under  consideration. 
I  would,  however,  point  out  that  this  condition  may  not  obtain  much 
longer,  as  cases  continue  to  occur  in  districts  not  very  far  removed  from 
us.  In  these  days  of  cheap  railway  fares,  communication  is  very  easy, 
and  the  aggregation  of  navvies  at  the  Heysham  Harbour  Works  very 
much  increases  the  probability  of  an  importation  of  the  disease. 


Scarlet  Fever. — 53  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  in  the  year 
1900.  The  disease  was  fatal  in  three  instances — equal  to  an  annual  death- 
rate  of  *26  per  1000  of  population,  and  a  case  mortality  of  5 '66  per 
centage  of  cases. 


In  1899,  20  cases  were  notified,  of  which  one  proved  fatal — equal 
to  an  annual  death-rate  from  this  cause  of  ‘oS  per  1000  of  population,  and 
a  case  mortality  of  5  per  centage  of  attacks.

Puerperal  Fever.—  No  deaths  have  been  registered  from  this 
cause  in  1900. 

In  1899  one  case  of  the  disease  was  notified  which  ended  in 
recovery.  The  disease  is  usually  a  very  fatal  one,  so  the  above-mentioned 
state  of  affairs  is  very  satisfactory. 

Measles.  — 249  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  in  1900,  as  compared 
with  107  in  1899.  The  249  cases  were  fatal  in  four  instances — equal  to 
a  case  mortality  of  i’6o  per  centage  of  attacks,  and  an  annual  death- 
rate  of  *35  per  1000  of  population. 

The  107  cases  which  occurred  in  1899  were  fatal  in  nine  instances 
— equal  to  a  case  mortality  of  8*41  per  centage  of  attacks,  and  an  annual 
death-rate  from  this  cause  of  ’75  per  1000  of  population.

DiarrhOBa. — Three  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  were  registered  in  1900 
as  occurring  in  the  District  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Authority.  Two 
of  these  deaths  occurred  in  the  Lancaster  Sub-district,  and  one  in  the 
Ellel  Sub-district.  These  three  deaths  are  equal  to  a  death-rate  from  this 
cause  of  *26  per  1000  of  population. 

In  1899,  twelve  deaths  were  registered  in  the  District.  Ten  of 
these  deaths  occurred  in  the  Lancaster  Sub-district  and  2  in  the  Ellel 
Sub-district.  These  12  deaths  were  equal  to  a  Diarrhoea  death-rate  of 
1*01  per  lojoo  of  population.

Diphtheria. — Forty-two  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  in  the 
year  1900,  as  compared  with  none  in  1899,  and  only  i  in  1898. 


Of  the  42  cases  8  were  fatal — equal  to  a  case  mortality  of  19*04 
per  centage  of  attacks,  and  an  annual  death-rate  of  *70  per  1,000  of 
population.

This  disease  has  during  the  year  1900  been  prevalent  all  over  the 
country.  The  dampness  of  the  season  was  favourable  to  the  growth  of 
the  bacillus,  which  is  the  cause  of  the  disease. 

In  the  country  districts  the  disease  has  however  been  of  a  mild 

type. 


Whooping  Cough. — No  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  came  to  my 
knowledge  in  1900,  though  there  were  two  deaths  from  this  complaint — 
equal  to  an  annual  death-rate  from  this  cause  of  *17  per  1,000  of 
population. 

These  deaths  both  occurred  in  the  Warton  Sub-district. 

Enteric  Fever. — Thirteen  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  in 
1900  Of  the  13  cases  notified  2  were  fatal — equal  to  a  case  mortality 
of  1 5 '38  per  centage  of  attacks,  and  an  annual  death-rate  of  '17  per  i,ooo 
of  population. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Enteric  Fever  in  1899.

This  disease  has  not  been  so  prevalent  as  usual  in  1900.  The 
attacks  have  been  of  a  mild  type,  and  the  resultant  deaths  ha\  e  been  few 
in  number. 


Phthisis  and  other  Tubercular  Diseases.  —  Twenty-four 

deaths  were  attributed  to  these  causes  in  1900 — equal  to  an  annual 
death-rate  from  these  causes  of  2*12  per  1,000  of  populatian. 

In  1899,  there  were  16  deaths  from  Phthisis  alone,  which  were  at 
the  rate  of  i’34  per  1,000  of  population.

Any  further  remarks  which  I  have  to  make  on  this  disease  will  be 
found  under  the  heading  of  “Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops.” 

Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  and  Pleurisy.— Thirty.-seven  deaths 
from  these  causes  were  registered  in  the  district  during  igoo — equal  to 
an  annual  respiratory  death-rate  of  y2^  per  1,000  of  population. 

In  1899  there  were  23  such  deaths — equal  to  a  respiratory  death- 
rate  of  1*93  per  1,000  of  population. 

Of  the  37  deaths  in  1900,  17  occurred  in  children  under  5  years  of 
age,  and  20  in  persons  over  that  age.

Injuries. — Six  deaths  from  injuries  have  been  recorded  in  1900, 
of  which  5  were  accidents  and  i  suicide — equal  to  an  annual  death-rate 
from  this  cause  of  *53  per  1,000  of  population. 


In  1899  there  were  2  deaths  registered  from  this  cause — equal  to 
an  annual  death-rate  of  *16  per  1,000  of  population. 

Infantile  Death-rate. — The  55  deaths  of  infants  under  i  year 
of  age  registered  in  1900  are  equal  to  an  annual  infantile  death-rate  of 
161  per  1,000  registered  births. 

In  1899  there  were  52  such  deaths,  which  are  equivalent  to  an 
annual  infantile  mortality  of  133  per  1,000  registered  births.

GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS. 


PopulatioD. — In  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1899,  I  mentioned 
that  the  Borough  of  Lancaster  was  seeking  to  include  within  its 
boundaries  a  portion  of  the  District  of  the  Lancaster  Rural  District 
Council.  These  efforts  have  been  successful,  and  the  result  is,  as  far  as 
regards  this  Authority,  that  the  District  has  been  lessened  in  extent  by 
1930  acres,  and  in  population  by  about  4000  persons. 

Doath-rat©. — I  regret  that  I  am  unable  to  report  favourably  on 
the  death-rate  for  the  year  1900;  an  increase  of  3*74  per  1000  of 
population  having  occurred.  As  the  rate  for  zymotic  diseases  is  about 
the  same  as  in  1899,  the  increase  cannot  be  put  down  to  these  infectious 
diseases.  There  has,  however,  been  an  increase  of  1*34  per  1000  of 
population  in  Respiratory  diseases,  viz.  :  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  and 
Pleurisy,  and  there  is  a  smaller  increase  in  several  other  causes  such  as 
Heart  Disease,  Influenza,  and  Injuries. 

The  infantile  mortality  shows  a  lamentable  Increase,  being  in  1900, 
161,  which  is  higher  by  43  than  the  average  for  the  ten  years,  1890  to 
1899,  and  higher  than  in  1899  by  15. 

A  list  of  matters  which  required  the  attention  of  the  Authority 
during  the  coming  year  of  1900  was  given  in  my  last  annual  report.  I 
propose  to  go  over  these  again  seriatum,  showing  which  have  been 
attended  to,  and  which  failed  to  secure  any  recognition  at  the  hands  of 
the  Authority. 
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These  matters  were  : — 

(1)  The  provision  of  hospital  accommodation  for  cases  of 

infectious  disease. 

(2)  The  provision  of  a  portable  steam  disinfector. 

(3)  The  enforcement  of  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milk- 

shops  Order. 

(4)  The  provision  of  a  public  slaughter  house  at  each  im¬ 

portant  village,  and  the  prohibition  of  slaughtering 

in  other  places. 

(5)  The  inspection  of  meat. 

(6)  The  Galgate  water  supply  and  sewerage  system. 

(1)  The  Provision  of  Hospital  Accommodation  for  cases  of 

Infectious  Disease. 

This  want  has  been  at  last  provided  for  by  an  arrangement  with 
the  Lancaster  Corporation,  whereby  that  Authority  agrees  to  admit  into 
its  Sanatorium  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring  in  the  District  of  the 
Lancaster  Rural  District  Council. 

(2)  The  provision  of  a  portable  steam  disinfector. 

With  regard  to  this  matter  nothing  whatever  has  been  done.  I 
would  again  urge  this  upon  the  attention  of  the  Authority.  Such 
an  apparatus  is  urgently  required,  and  I  do  not  think  that  the  Authority 
can  carry  out  their  duties  satisfactorily  without  making  this  provision. 

(3)  The  enforcement  of  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops 

Order. 

I  must  point  out  that  the  duty  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of 
the  various  Acts  of  Parliament,  and  orders  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  is  not  optional  but  compulsory. 

It  is  true  that  regulations  have  been  made  by  this  Authority,  but 
they  are  of  such  a  character  and  application  that  they  are  totally  in¬ 
sufficient  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  case.  It  is  a  matter  of  vital 
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importance  that  every  Sanitary  Authority  in  the  kingdom  should  join 
heartily  in  the  attempt  which  is  being  made  to  reduce,  or  if  possible 
suppress,  tubercular  diseases.  How  can  any  Authority  be  said  to  do 
their  duty  in  this  matter  if  they  take  no  heed  of  the  conditions  under 
which  the  cattle  are  housed,  and  under  which  milk  is  produced  ? 

These  conditions,  at  the  majority  of  farms,  are  so  bad  that  if 
known  to  the  consumer  an  instant  and  thorough  alteration  would  be 
demanded  in  so  peremptory  a  manner  that  reform  could  not  be  refused. 
To  mention  one  instance  only — All  consumers  who  do  not  consume  their 
milk  immediately  are  aware  that  almost  all  milk  on  standing  deposits  a 
dark  coloured  granular  sediment.  Of  what,  I  ask,  is  that  sediment 
composed  ? 

As  I  have  shown,  in  man}"  of  my  former  reports,  the  presence  of 
tubercular  disease  in  cattle  is  largely  due  to  the  wretched  housing 
provided  for  them,  and  in  which  houses  half  their  lives  are  spent. 

In  my  Annual  Report  for  1899  I  have  given,  on  page  7,  a  specific 
instance  of  tuberculosis  in  the  cow  of  a  particularly  disgusting  character, 
w"hich  ought  to  have  attracted  more  attention  than  it  received. 

This  Authority  cannot  plead  ignorance  of  these  matters,  as  reports 
have  been  prepared  and  presented  to  them  by  their  Sanitary  Inspector, 
describing  the  condition  of  the  cowsheds  and  dairies  of  a  large  portion 
of  the  District.  As  far  as  I  am  aware  these  reports  have  never  been 
seriously  considered,  and  I  submit  that  the  Authority,  being  intrusted 
with  the  duty  of  guarding  the  public  health,  ought  at  once  to  take  steps 
to  remedy  these  matters. 

(4)  The  provision  of  a  Public  Slaughter-house  at  each  important 
village,  and  the  prohibition  of  slaughtering  in  other 
places. 

15)  The  Inspection  of  Meat. 

These  two  matters  are  so  intimately  interwoven  that  they  mav  be 
taken  together. 
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I  am  unable  to  report  that  any  steps  have  been  taken  by  the 
Authority  to  exercise  their  powers  in  the  direction  of  securing  an  efficient 
inspection  of  meat  in  the  District.  This  efficient  inspection  of  meat  can 
only  be  secured  by  the  provision  of  a  slaughter-house  under  the  control 
of  the  Authority  in  each  large  village. 

I  am  aware  that  for  this  purpose  it  would  be  necessar}/  to  obtain 
Urban  powers.  Why  not  apply  for  them  ? 

As  yet  the  Authority  have  not  appointed  an  Inspector  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  or  an  Inspector  of  meat.  Why  not  appoint  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  to  these  offices  and  so  enable  him  to  move  in  the 
matter  ? 


(6)  Galgate  Water  Supply  and  Sewerage  System. 

Towards  the  close  of  the  year  1900  this  matter  was  taken  in  hand, 

« 

and  from  what  I  am  able  to  gather  from  the  Press,  for  from  no  other 
source  do  I  ever  receive  any  information,  this  urgent  necessity  is  in  a 
fair  way  of  being  settled  in  a  more  or  less  business-like  manner  ;  this 
being  so  I  think  further  remarks  on  the  subject  are  superfluous  at  present. 

My  observations  on  the  Galgate  Sewerage  System  will  be  found 
on  page  24. 


Reports  made  to  the  Council  during  the  year  1900. 

Two  Reports  have  been  presented  by  me,  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  during  the  year  1900 — One  on  the  water  supply  of  Cockerham 
and  Thurnhara,  and  another  on  the  sanitary  condition  of  that  portion  of 
Warton  which  is  known  as  Dudley. 

My  reason  for  introducing  this  subject  is  because  I  consider  these 
Reports,  which  involve  the  expenditure  of  an  immense  amount  of  time 
and  trouble,  receive  most  inconsiderate  treatment  at  the  hands  of  the 
Authority. 
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Report  on  Cockerham  and  Thurnham. 

Let  me  first  take  the  case  of  the  Cockerham  and  Thurnham  Report. 
This  Report  which  took  two  summers  to  prepare,  and  occupied  no  less 
than  84  pages  of  foolscap,  and  the  truthfulness  of  which  is  vouched  for 
by  three  of  your  present  officials,  and  no  doubt  had  he  lived  by  another 
whose  services  have  been  terminated  by  death,  has,  I  believe,  been  put 
aside  for  an  indefinite  period.  I  gather  this  again  from  my  only  source 
of  information,  the  public  press.  My  complaint  is,  that  the  Report  is 
not  acted  upon  within  a  reasonable  time  of  presentation.  Instead  of 
action,  time  is  given  to  the  owners  to  modify  or  alter  defects,  and  thus 
the  Report  becomes  inaccurate.  Such  procrastination  and  indecision,  in 
my  opinion,  go  far  to  explain  the  rural  exodus  of  population  into  the 
towns  where  sanitation  is  a  reality,  water  fit  to  drink  is  laid  on  into  the 
houses,  and  waste  matters  are  removed  from  the  dwellings  without 
direct  payment  on  the  part  of  the  tenant.  Life  is  thus  passed  more 
pleasantly  and  with  less  worry,  and  lastly,  there  is  an  absence  of  that 
fatherly  supervision  which  is  so  common  in  rural  districts,  and  is  so 
irritating  and  destructive  of  independence  of  character.  It  has  been 
stated  as  a  reason  for  the  policy  of  non-interference  in  such  matters  as  I 
have  mentioned  above,  that  there  are  no  complaints.  I  have  far  too 
intimate  a  knowledge  of  the  rural  population  to  be  in  ignorance  of  the 
reason  why  complaints  are  not  made. 

Numerous  farmers  and  cottagers  in  these  districts  are  looking  to 
me  to  bring  their  wants  before  the  Council  in  such  a  manner  that  a 
remedy  will  be  provided.  When  visiting  the  district  for  the  purposes  of 
the  Report,  I  obtained  much  information  .from  persons  who  stated  their 
troubles  to  me  conditionally  that  their  names  should  not  be  divulged. 
One  young  lady  in  the  district  said  to  me  on  one  of  my  visits,  “I  do  so 
long  for  a  drink  of  good  clear  water.”  The  only  time  she  could  obtain 
this  was  when  she  or  her  parents  visited  Garstang  or  Lancaster  on  the 
respective  market  days,  when  they  brought  some  water  back  with  them. 
I  have  also  heard  of  Milch  cows  drying  up  in  summer  for  want  of  water, 
and  of  families  whose  supply  was  derived  from  the  ditches  which  were 
the  resort  of  ducks  and  geese. 
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At  this  point  I  cannot  but  deprecate  the  fact  (and  I  am  sure  no 
one  will  deny  that  I  speak  with  reason)  that  members  of  the  District 
Councils,  who  are  landlords,  are  still  permitted  to  sit  in  judgment  upon 
infringements  of  existing  laws,  which  may  occur  upon  their  own 
property.  -  ^ 

Nevertheless,  such  nowadays  is  the  power  of  public  opinion  that  I 
look  forward  to  the  near  future  when  such  a  crying  injustice  will  be 
rendered  impossible. 

Eeport  on  Dudley. 

With  regard  to  the  Report  upon  Dudley,  which  also  involved 
much  care  and  labour  in  its  preparation,  I  have  again  to  report  that  I 
have  no  knowledge  of  the  result  officially. 

I  only  know  that  the  last  notice  of  the  matter  in  the  public  press 
intimated  that  a  member  of  the  Authority  “  supposed  they  could  do  no 
more  in  the  matter,”  which  then  dropped. 

As  a  matter  of  fact  the  Authority  has  taken  no  steps  to  abate  the 
condition  of  things  described  in  the  Report,  and  any  alterations  which 
may  have  been  made  by  the  owners  relate  only  to  minor  matters. 

Scaveuging  and  Removal  of  Refuse.— In  the  larger  villages 
this  work  is  carried  out  by  contract  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  manner.  In 
Yealand,  however,  as  I  noted  last  year,  although  power  to  do  so  has 
been  obtained,  no  steps  have  been  taken  up  to  the  present.  In  making 
any  new  contract,  however,  I  would  ask  the  Authority  to  specify  how 
often  the  contractor  should  empty  the  middens  and  ashpits. 

Sewers  — At  the  present  time  there  are  but  three  sewerage 
systems,  namely,  those  at  Galgate,  Bolton,  and  Warton.  By  the 
extension  of  the  boundaries  of  the  Borough  of  Lancaster,  the  sewerage 
systems  of  Skerton  and  Scotforth  have  passed  out  of  the  hands  of  this 
Authority. 

The  Galgate  Sewer  — In  my  annual  reports  for  1898  and  1899, 

I  drew  the  attention  of  the  Authority  to  the  state  of  this  sewer.  As  I 
then  said,  the  sewer  requires  relaying  in  its  whole  length.  It  leaks  at 
numerous  places,  and  requires  constant  attention. 
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A  new  portion  has  been  laid  during  the  year  along  the  Damside. 
This  is  evidently  not  properly  laid  as  the  pipe  is  continually  half-full  of 
clear  water,  which  probably  gets  in  at  faulty  joints. 

The  Bolton  Sewer. — During  the  year  it  has  been  found 
necessary  to  relay  a  portion  of  this  sewer.  The  fault  was  due,  I  believe, 
to  the  pipes  having  been  improperly  laid  in  the  first  instance.  A  new 
length  has  also  been  put  in  during  the  past  year.  The  sewer  is  now  in 
good  order. 

The  Warton  Sewer. — This  consists  of  two  separate  lengths  of 
pipes  ;  in  fact  two  sewers,  neither  of  which  is  acting  satisfactorily,  and 
both  are  causing  nuisances.  The  sewerage  system  requires  to  be 
entirely  re-modelled,  and  laid  in  a  proper  workmanlike  manner. 

The  Authority  seems  to  be  singularly  unfortunate  in  work  of  this 
description,  and  some  radical  change  in  the  carrying  out  of  these 
matters  is  desirable. 

Common  Lodging-houses. — There  is  now  only  the  Warton 
lodging-house  in  the  district  of  this  Authority.  It  is  clean  and  well 
conducted.  The  house  in  Bulk  has  been  given  up  during  the  year. 

The  Inspection  of  the  District. — The  parishes  of  Cockerham 
and  Thurnham  have  been  thoroughly  gone  over  during  the  year  1900, 
and  the  various  defects  noted.  A  portion  of  Bolton  village  has  been 
inspected,  as  well  as  the  village  of  Galgate. 

The  number  of  nuisances  noted  will  be  found  in  Table  V.  which 
also  states  how  many  have  been  remedied,  and  how  many  are  still 
engaging  attention. 

The  whole  district  has  also  been  visited  from  time  to  time. 

Canal  Boats. — Eighteen  canal  boats,  passing  through  the  district 
of  this  Authority,  have  been  visited,  several  of  them  more  than  once. 
Thirty-two  visits  have  been  made.  The  boats  were  all  in  good  order, 
and  no  case  of  infectious  disease  was  discovered. 
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Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops.— These  places  have  been 
visited  in  several  districts  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  Reports  have  been 
prepared  relating  to  Cockerham,  Thurnham,  Priest  Hutton,  Yealand 
Conyers,  and  Yealand  Redmayne,  and  the  reports  placed  before  the 
Authority,  but  although  many  defects  have  been  noted  I  J^elieve  I  am 
correct  in  saying  that  no  action  has  been  taken  by  the  Authority. 

A  Committee  was  appointed  to  go  round  Priest  Hutton  and  the 
two  Yealands,  but  although  the  places  were  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition 
no  alteration  was  made. 

I  have  already,  on  page  21,  given  my  views  on  this  matter. 

School  Closure. — No  school  has  been  closed  in  the  past  year  by 
this  Authority. 

An  application  was  made  from  Bolton,  where  the  managers  had 
closed  the  school  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  infectious  disease,  but 
when  the  matter  was  brought  before  the  Authority  the  request  was  not 
acceded  to. 

I  would  point  out,  for  the  information  of  school  managers  in 
general,  that  the  most  trustworthy  and  reliable  source,  by  which  the 
Sanitary  Authority  can  become  aware  that  infectious  disease  is  prevalent 
in  the  district,  is  by  the  notification  of  the  disease,  either  compulsorily  or 
voluntarily.  Failing  this,  I  do  not  see  how  the  Authority  can  close  a 
school,  and  school  managers  would  do  well  to  see  that  a  knowledge  ot 
the  Act  is  disseminated  amongst  the  people. 

The  Rural  District  Council,  being  the  Authority  whose  duty  it  is 
to  secure  the  attendance  of  children  at  school,  should  ascertain,  in  the 
case  of  the  absence  of  a  child  from  school,  the  cause  of  such  absence, 
which,  if  ascertained  to  be  from  infectious  disease,  should  be  notified  to 
the  Sanitary  Officials. 

The  Water  Supply. 

With  regard  to  this  matter,  which  is  of  such  vital  importance  to 
the  health  and  well-being  of  the  community,  in  addition  to  anything  I 
may  have  said  in  the  foregoing  pages,  I  desire  your  consideration  of  the 
following  remarks  : — 
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Galgate. — The  water  supply  here  is  under  consideration,  and  will, 
I  hope,  soon  be  put  to  rights. 

CocKERHAM  AND  Thurnham. — A  report  upon  this  subject  has 
been  presented  during*  the  past  year,  and  any  remarks  I  have  felt  called 
upon  to  make  are  given  under  that  heading. 

Slyne,  Hest  Bank,  and  Bolton. — These  villages  are  supplied 
with  water  from  the  Lancaster  Corporation  Waterworks,  and  the  supply 
is,  I  find,  good  and  sufficient.  There  are  still,  however,  many  houses  in 
the  district  which  do  not  take  this  water.  A  case  was  brought  before 
the  Authority  last  year,  where  the  tenants  were  obliged  to  walk  two  miles 
to  obtain  water,  one  mile  out  and  one  mile  back  again.  The  Authority 
decided,  I  understand,  that  as  there  was  no  complaint  from  the  tenants 
before  the  Authority  no  action  was  called  for. 

Imagine  the  landlord  in  such  a  case  being  called  upon  to  carry  the 
water  for  his  own  household  a  similar  distance.  My  view  of  the 
matter  is  that  such  houses  are  unfit  for  human  habitation.  No  one  can 
wonder  at  the  rural  exodus  under  such  conditions. 

With  regard  to  the  water  supply  of  the  other  villages  in  the 
Authority’s  district,  all  I  wish  to  say  now  is,  that  the  supplies  remain  as 
before.  With  regard,  however,  to  Sdverdale,  some  further  remarks 
appear  to  be  called  for. 

The  water  supply  is  in  most  instances  from  so-called^wells.  The 
sewage  is  run  into  cesspools,  and,  in  my  opinion,  sufficient  care  is  not 
taken  to  see  that  these  cesspools,  which  are  often  not  far  removed  from 
the  wells,  are  water-tight. 

I  understand  also  that  these  cesspools  are  seldom,  if  ever, 
emptied,  and  that  the  liquid  contents  escape  into  the  surrounding  lime¬ 
stone  rock.  Such  a  condition  of  matters  is,  of  course,  very  liable  at  any 
time  to  produce  pollution  of  the  water  supply,  audit  is  quite  unnecessary 
for  me  to  do  more  than  call  attention  to  the  obvious  dangers,  which  I 
hope  the  Council  will,  at  an  early  date,  remedy. 
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The  Health  and  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  District,— in 

the  face  of  matters  which  I  have  previously  described,  I  cannot  state 
that  I  consider  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  district  satisfactory, 
especially  when  I  report  the  death-rate  to  have  risen  to  i8'52  per  i,ooo 
of  population — a  rate  higher  than  that  experienced  in  many  towns  of 
considerable  size,  and  exceeding  the  rate  for  1889  by  3 ‘70.  The  various 
sanitary  defects  mentioned  in  this  Report  should  have  the  immediate 
attention  of  the  Council.  These  defects,  if  not  the  immediate  cause  of 
the  increased  death-rate,  produce  a  lowered  vitality  which  lessens  the 
power  of  the  body  to  resist  disease. 

Work  Requiring  Attention  in  1901. 

The  matters  most  urgently  requiring  attention  during  1901  are 
as  follows  : — 

(1)  The  Water  Supply  of  the  Village  of  Galgate,  and  for  the 

Parishes  of  Cockerham  and  Thurnham. 

(2)  The  provision  of  a  portable  Steam  Disinfector. 

(3)  The  enforcement  of  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops 

Order. 

(4)  Application  for  Urban  powers  to  provide  Public  Slaughter¬ 

houses  and  the  Inspection  of  Meat. 

(5)  The  appointment  of  a  Food  and  Drugs  and  Meat  Inspector. 

(6)  The  relaying  of  the  Sewerage  Systems  of  Galgate  and 

Warton.
